Washingtos, December 4.—(Special.)— 
The president’s message sent to congress 
today was net received with enthusiasm by 
the democrats. Indeed, it is not putting 
it too strong to say that the message was 
not received with satisfaction. It is dif- 

ferent from hie usual messages. ‘There is 
) Dothing stirring in it. There is nota catchy 
\sentence or recommendation that inspires 
enthusiasm in his most earnest admirers. 
He. handles all questions gingerly. This 
is unusual for Mr. Cleveland. He is general- 
ly bold and fearless. Instead of 
that he is not genuinely and 
thoroughly outspoken fn anything. 
He devotes more space to gamien seed than 
he does to the tariff. He has long para- 
graphs on reports of the heads of depart- 
ments and but brief ones on tne tariff, sii- 
ver, Hawaii and other important subjects. 
More than that, it is a commonplace, or- 
dinary message. 

Uusatisfactory on the Hawaiian Matter. 

Nothing can be said in terms of praise of 
lit. His statements in regard to the Ha- 
waiian. matter are not satisfactory. He 
says that this government participated in 
the overthraw of the queen and that “‘the 
only honorable course” for our government 
to pursue was to undo the wrong that had 
been done by those representing us, to Tre- 
sture as far as practical the status exisnng 
at the time of our forcible intervention. 
This means nothing more nor less than that 
M.nister Willis has been instructed to en- 
deavor to undo what has been done and 
wildly aid in restoring the immoral queen 
to the throne. 

The average democratic member of con- 
gress, as well as the average American 
citizen, is against monarchies and they do 
mot care very much how a queen 18 over 
thrown so long as a republic is established. 
The last paragraph in reference to the 
Hawaiian matter, though vague, evidently 
means that the additional advices expecteG 
will tell of the re-establishment of a mon- 
archy by the aid of our minister.

Nothing for the South and West. 


The democrats of the house and senate as 
a rule have refused to discuss the message 
for publication today. They are not 
pleased with it and prefer not to discuss 
it. I have have talked with a score or 
more, brt have found few who at heart 
are pieascd with all parts of the message. 
These men are willing to talk. The others 
are keeping out of the newspapers. The 
republicans, of course, are criticising it se- 
verely and trying to make capital out of it. 
Of all congressmen the southern and west- 
ern are the most thoroughly disappointed. 
They had expected some recommendation 
in regard to finances which would aid the 
party in those sections. Instead of that 
they find nothing. ‘They find only the east- 
ern financial ideas. ‘The message is dis- 
appointing. 

Tom Reed’s Opinion. 

Ex-Speaker Reed said: “It is idle to com- 
ment on the message because it would not 
be seemly to do so in adequate terms. It 
is exceedinly disappointing, both in mat- 
ter and manner. It is largei'y made up of 
4 wearisome resume of the ports of the 
secretaries and they have hardly been im- 
proved by concentration. On the Hawaii- 
an question we are left as much in the 
dark as ever and must wait the news of 
the next steamer, just as we have been 
waiting so long. That part of the message 
Which relates to the tariff is most surpris- 
ing. It asseverates that the house com- 
mittee in charge of that subject has for- 
mulated plans and devised methods of 
taxation. which, as a member of the com- 
mittee. I have not even heard proposed. 
It is a rather unusual sensation to learn 
of the deeds of the committee not in the 
committee room, but from the president of 
the United States. Has that committee 
ceased even in form to be a committee 
composed of both parties, and hae it, with- 
out even the formaiity of a word in open ses- 
sim, informed the president of its dec’sion 


in such a way that the president can offici.:l_y 


communicate it to the house? How long 
has it been a part of our system that the 
committee of an indepeidlent branch— 
and above all the committee which controls 
the appropriations—shall report to wongress 
¢hrough the president? Is it the resuit 
of the rumored blending of the appointive 
with the legiMiative poawer? It ‘is bad 
‘enough to have a tariff bill made up by a 
little coterie—a political bill, as Mr. Wii- 
son calls it—but to have it communicated 
to the president before it reaches eveu 
the committee, still less the house, shows a 
determination to be moved by no facts 
and modified by no arguments. The ab- 
surdity of appointing republicans on the 
parent.” 

Mr. Springer Interprets It. 


Mr. Springer, chairman of the last com- 
mittee on ways and means and of the 
banking and currency committee of the 
present comgress, said: ‘‘In reference to 
the tariff the message is ciear and forcible. 
In this the meseage will receive the cordial] 
commendation of every democrat in the 
land and of many others, who realize that 
our present protective system is injurious 
to the best interests of the people. In 
reference to the currency the president 
very hopefully anticipates that a survey of 
the situattion, after public confidence is 
restored, will lead to a permanent y sound 
currency. This view of the subject ex- 
cludes definitely and forever the policy 
of a return to the alluring and temporary 
expedient of state banks as banks of issue. 
The presiktent is evidently opposed to the 
repeal of. the 10 per cent Tax on ithe circula- 
tion of etate banks. In reference to Hawaii 
the president takes the only course which 
is aonsistent with international honor.” 

Holmav and McCreary Approve It. 


Mr. Holman of Indiana—It is an able 
and forcibie document. ‘The earnest ex- 
pectations of eaomomists contrast strongly 
with messages heretof wre expected. 

Mr. MeCreary, of Keutucky, caairman of 
the foreign affairs committee—It is an able 
and appropriate document. It furnishes 
much valuable information. He presents 
our foreign affairs. monetary matters and 
the tarff with great ability and I think 
his recommendations are generally good. 

Mr. Oates of Alabama—I listened at- 
tentively. It abounds in details and is 
fill »f information about the departments, 
but makes few recommendations. 

Mr. Doliver’s View. 


Mr. Doliver. of. Iowa: “The message is 
in most respects formal. In the matters of 
public interest that are in dispute, the mes- 
sage lacks any satisfactory expression, In 
respect to Hawaii, the president conceals 
from congress all information that 1s 1m- 
portant, and seems to know really less 
about the situation than is known to the 
general public. As to silver, the president 
lacks the courage to state his views, and 
he commits theswhole subject to the policy 
of delay. On the question of issuing bonds 
to naintain our currency and to meet the 
deficit of insufficient revenues, the presi- 
dent’s language is not definite and makes 
no pretense of leadership of public opinion. 
lie seems to have exhausted his power of 
leadership in the midsummer attack in the 
juterest of silver.” 

Mr. Wileen’s Comment. 


Mr Wilson, chairman of the ways and 
means committeee, says: “The president’s 
message is all right. He is especially right 
on the tariff.” 


Mr. Cobb, of Missouri: “I am heartily in? 


accord with the president on national is- 
sues.” . 

Mr. Tracy, of New York: “I am satisfied 
with it.

NO ENTHUSIASM OVER THE INCOME TAX 


Northern Sentiment Is Strongly Op- 
posed to That Feature. 


IS GENERALLY PRONOUNCED ODIOUS 


Papers with Republican Tendencies Are 
Especially Pronounced in Opposing 
W hat They Call Class Legislation. 


New York, December 4.—(Special.)—The 
Heral says e@ditorially: The dominant note 
of the president's message sent ‘to congress 
yesterday, is prompt taruJf rev.s.on. Ali other 
matters are subordinated to this, which Mr. 
C.eveland properly regards as new the over- 
shadowing issue before congress and the 
country. The vital importance he attaches 
to prompt revision is shown by the seytence: 

‘“Noth.ng ehould intervene to distract our 
attention or disturb our efforts unti: this re- 
form is accomplished by wise and careful 
leg.s:ation.’’ f 

Mr. Cieveland commends the Wiison Dil! 
as embody.ng not the .deal or ultizoate tariff 
reform desired, but the moderate, judic-.ous, 
gradua) reduct.on which is best adapted tv 
existing conditions and can niost safe.y De 
made with due regard to the bus.ness and 
industrial interests of the country, Mr. 
Cleveland says he is gatisfied that in the 
near future, though perhaps not #@mmediateiy, 
the Wilson bili, w.th ex.sting interna. revenue 
taxat.on, will produce suffic.eut revenue to 
meet the needs of the government. He 
adds that to provide against a temporary de- 
ficiency the ways and meang committee has 
wise.y embraced in ‘ts pian a few addi- 
tonal revenue taxes, inciuding a small tax 
upon incomes derived from certaucn corporate 
nvestments. Both the. president and the 
Ways and means commitiee have evidentiy 
rea.ized from the force of popular sentiment 
that the American people wi! not counte- 
nance a geveral income tax. They have 
apparently yet to learn that no gort of in- 
coine tax wi.) be tolerated in this country. 
The very theory of such a tax w.th its in- 
quisitorial Pau! Pry features, and its induce- 
mrents to fraud and perjury, is foreign to our 
institutions and obnoxious to our peopie. It 
is an effete monarch.al imposition, which has 
no place under a government which guaran- 


‘tees the freedom and respects the manhood 


of every cit.zen. Moreover, it is as unneces- 
saTy as it is odious, since ail needed revenue 
can be easily raisedéw.thout resorting to it. 
If the democrats in congress wish to escape 
popular censure they wust dev.se some other 
and less odious tax. 


FAIRLY SATISFACTORY, 


Conservative Besiness Men and Moderate 
Tariff Keformers Should Be Content. 

Chicago, December 4.—({Special.)—The 
Herald, “commenting upon the president's 
message, says: “The president treats both 
the currency and the tariff questions with 
unexpected brevity, but in;a way which 
will be fairly satisfactory at once to con- 


servative business men and moderate tariff | 


reformers. Rumors have been current from 
time to time that Mr. Cleveland was in- 
clined ‘to favor a radical reconstruction of 
our entire currency system. Certain ex- 
pressions in the message tend to confirm 
these rumors, but the president prudently 
abstains from all discussion of the subject, 
and very wisely intimates that, in his opin- 
ion. it would not be wise to enter upon its 
consideration at this time. It was not pub- 
licly known before the delivery of the 
message that the committee had come to 
a definite agreement in regard to an in- 
come tax.

repeal the dispensary law and to substitute 
an act providing that liquor may be sold in 
the incorporated limits of any town upol. 
payment of a license of not less than Sovv, 
to be divided equally between the county 
and town. The governor. shall appoint 
county boards of control. Before granting 
a license, -the municipal authorities Must 
meet with the county board. The board 
shall act as a body of review, and no license 
shall be valid without their approval en- 
dorsed thereon. 

Applicants for license must be 
mended by tavelve free holders, haif of 
whom must be white. Bond for $2,U0UU 
must be given, and applicants must sign 
pledges svlemnly swearing that they will 


recom: 


“fully observe all legal liquor requirements, 


No licenses shall be granted to sell liquors 
in any hotel buildings or within one hundred 
yards of a church or school. Sa.oors must 
be exposed to the public view. Distillers 
may sell original packages of tén gallons at 
the place of manufacturing. No sales shail 
be made to minors or inebriates; relatives 
thereof shall be entitled to damages on the 
bonds. Penalties are fixed at from $10 to 
$100, with imprisonment of from ten to 
thirty days. The present state board of 
control shall remain in oflice unt July 
lst, next, in order to dispose of the dis- 
pensary stock on hand. 
Land tinnks Proposed. 

The alliance people in the legislature are 
going to take a turn toward trying to sim- 
plify the finance problem. This is to be 
done by two bills, which will be introduced 
Wednesday by Representative Wolfe, of 
Orangeburg. One is to provide a system of 
dand banks. Charters shall b@ issued by 
the statte, and persons owning land on 
which taxes have been paid for three 
years before the passage of the bill shall 
subscribe the same for steck. The direcwrs 
shall execute a bond and mortgage upon all 
the land subscribed to the comptroller gen- 
eral, who shall thereupon issue to said bank 
proinissory notes signed by himself as trus- 
tee to the amount of half the faee value of 
the qualified stock, the note to be signed, 
after promise to pay, by the president and 
cashier of the bank. The bank sha.l pay 
the comptroller 10 per cent in lawful 
money for United States taxes, and shall 
also pay the semi-annual tax of half of 
1 per cent upon the average amount of 
notes. 

Mr. Wolfe will also introduce a bill to 
regulate the issue of clearing house certifi- 
cates, 

The real feature of this bill is shown in 
the provision that persons owning cotton 
muy deposit the same in a bonded ware- 
house and receive a certificate therefor,

name of the American owners secured, and 
efe.ent protection guaranteed, Infor:nation 
received of maltreatmemt suffered by an in- 
offensive American woman engaged in mis- 
sonary work tn Turkish Koordistan was fol- 
lowe™by such representations in the porte as 
resulted in the issuance of ordera for the 
purishment of ber assailants, the removal of 
dilinguent officials and the adoption of meas- 
ures for the protection of our citizens en- 
gaged in a and other hiwful work in 
that quarter. Turkey complains that her 
Arimnentan subjects obtain citizenship in this 
eountry, not to identify themselves in good 
faith whith our people, but with the intention 
of returning to the land of their birth and 
there enguging in sedition. This complaint is 
not Wholly without foundation. A journal 
published in this country in the Armenian 
language openly counsels its readers to arm, 
organize and participate in movements for 
the subversion of Turk'sh authority in the 
Asiatic provinces. The Ottoman government 
bas announced its intention to exempt its 
dominions from Armenians who have ob- 
tained naturalization in the United States 
since 1868. The right to exclude any or all 
classes of aliens is an attribute of sovereign- 
ty. It is a right agserted and to a limited ex- 
tent enforced by e United States with the 
sanction of our highest court. There being 
no naturalization treaty between the United 
States and Turkey, our minister at Constanti- 
nople hus been instructed that while reeogniz- 
lug the right of that government to enforce 
its declared policy against naturalized Armen- 
ans, he ts expected to protect them from 
unnecessary harshness of treatment. 

In view of the impafred financhal resources 
of Venezuela, Consequent upon the recent revy- 
olution there, a modified arrangement for the 
satisfaction of the awards of the late revisory 
claims commission in progressive installments 
has been assented to, and payments are being 
recguharly made thereunder. 

The boumlary dispute between Venezuela 
and British Guina is yet unadjusted. A 
resioration of diplomatic intercourse between 
that republic and Great Britain, and- reference 
of the question to impartial arbtgation, would 
be a most gratifying consummatior. 

The ratification by Venezuela of thé con- 
vention for the arbitration of the long-defer- 
red claims of the Venezuela Transportation 
Company is awaited. 


THE HAWAIIAN MATTER, 


Mr. Willis Has Bcen Instructed to Restore 
the Queen tothe Throne. 

It is hardly necessary for me to state that 
the questions wrising from our relations with 
luawaii have caused serious embarrassment. 
Just prior to the instalment of the present 
administration the existence of the 
ment of Hawaii had been suddenly overthrown 
and a treaty of annexation had been negotiut- 
ed between the provisional government of 
the islands and the United States and sub- 
mitted to the senate for ratification, This 
treaty I withdrew for examination and dis- 
patched Hon. James H. Blount, of Georgia, 
to Honolulu as a special commissioner 
make an impartial investigation of the cir- 
cumstances attending the change of gov- 
ernment, and of all the conditions bearing 
upon the subject of the treaty. 

After a thorough and exhaustive examina- 
tian, Mr. Biount submitted toyme his report, 
showing. beyond all question that the con: 
stitutional government of Hawazail had been 
subverted with the active aid of our repre- 
sentative to that government and through the 
intim dation caused by the Of ab 
armed naval force of the United States, which 
was landed for that purpose at the instance 
of our minister. Upon the facts developed it 
seemed to me that the only honorable course 
for our. government to pursue was 
the wrong that had been done by those rep- 
resenting us and to restore, as far as practi- 
cable, the status existing at the time of our 
forcible intervention. With a view of ac- 
eouiypeishing this result within the constitu- 
tional bimits of executive power and recogniz- 
ing all our obligations and responsibilities 
growing out of any changed conditions brought 
by our unjustifiable interference, our 
present minister at Honolulu has received 
appropriate instructions to that end. Thus 
fur no information of the accomplishment of 
definite resa@its has been received from

By a concurrent resoiution passed by the 
senate, February 14, 1890, and by the house of 
representatives on the 3d of April fol.owing, 
the president was requested ‘‘to invite, Yrom 
ilmeé to time, as fit occasions may arise, nego- 
tiatious with any government with which the 
United States bas or may have dip.omatic 
relations, to the end that any differences or 
disputes arising between the two govern- 
ments which cannot be adusted by diplomatic 
agency, may be referred to arbitration and 
be peaceab.y adjusted by such means.’’ April 
18, 1890, the internationai American conzer- 
ence of Washington, by reso.ution expressed 
the wish that the controversies between the 
repubiias of America and the nations of Eu- 
rope might be settled by arbitration and rec- 
ommended that the government of each nation 
represented in that conference shou.d com- 
municate this wish to ali frieud:y powers. A 
favorab.e response has been received from 
Great Britain in the shape of a resolution 
adopted by par.iament July 16th last, cordially 
syinpathizing with the purpose in view and 
expressing the hope that her majesty’s gov- 
ernment wlii iend ready co-operation, to the 
government of the Unitéd States aon the 
basis of the ecencurren resolution above 
quoted. It affords me signa: p-easure to lay 
this parliamentary resolution before the con- 
cress and to express my sincere, gratificat.on 
that the sentiment of two great and kindred 
nations is thus authoritatively manifested in 
favor of the rationa: and peaceab'e settlement 
of international quarre.s by hunorabie resort 
to arbitration. 

Since the passage of the act of March 3, 
1803, authorizing the president to raise the 
grade of our envoys to correspond with the 
rauk in which foreign countries accord their 
agent here, Great Britain, France, Italy, Ger- 
many, having conferred upon their representa. 
tives at this capita; the title of ambasssador 
I have responded by according the grades 
of the United States in those countries with 
the same title. A Hike e'evation of mission is 
aunounced by Russia and when made wi! be 
simiariy met. This step fitting’y comporis 
with the position the Uuited States holds in 
the famiiy of nations. 

A Consular Reform. 

During my former administration I took oc- 
casion to recommend a recast of the laws re- 
iating to the consular service in order that it 
might become a more efficient agency in the 
promotion of the interests it was intended 
to subserve. The duties and powers of cun- 
su.s have been expanded with the growing 
requirements of our foreigntrade, discharging 
inportant duties affecting our commerce and 
American citizens abroad, ahd in ceratin coun- 
tries exercising jud*cial functions, and these 
officers should be men of charact@, intelli- 
gence and ability.

The International Monetary Conference.

CEPARTMENT OF POSTMASTER @CNERAL. 


The report of the postmaster general con- 
tains a detailed statement of the operations 
of the postoflice department during the 
fiscal year and much interesting information 
tonching this important branch of the public 
service, The business of the mails indicates 
with absolute certainty the condition of the 
business of the country, and depression in 
financial affairs Meviiably and quickly re- 
duces the postal revenues. Therefore. a 
larger discrepancy than usual between ‘the 
postofiice receipts and expenditures is the 
expected and unavoidable result of the dis 
tressing stringency which has _ prevailed 
throughout the country during much of the 
time covered by the pustduaster general's re- 
port. 

(In a summarized statement it is then shown 
that the deficit In the postoffice department 
will amount to about $8,000,000 at the close 
of the present fiscal vear. In view of this fact 
it is recommended that the mall service be 

extended to smaller comraunities than 
are now served. 

(After reviewing the work ofi the specta! 
delivery branch of the postal service for tne 
past year, the president is of the opinion that 
further improvements should be made in 
that department.)

DEPARTMENT OF SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 


The report of the secretary of the navy 
contains a history of the operations of his 
department during the past year and ex- 
hibits a most gratifying condition of the per- 
sonnel of our navy, He presents a satisfactory 
account of the progress which has been made 
in the construction of vessels and mukes a 
number of recommendations, to which attdn- 
tion is especially invited. 

Pregress in the construction of new vessels 
has not becn as rapid as was anticipated. 
There have been delays in the completion of 
unarmored vessels, but for the most part 
they have been such as are constantly oc- 
euring even in countries having the largest 
cyperience in naval shipbuiiding, The most 
serious delays, however, have been in the 
work upon armored ships. The trouble has 
heen the failure of contractors to deliver 
armor. The difficulties seem now to have 
been all over armor and are being divested 
with pomptness. As a resalt of the experi- 
ence acquired by shipbuilders and designers 
and material men, it is believed that the dates 
when the vessels will be completed can now 
be estimated with reasonable accuracy. Great 
guns, rap.d-fire guns, torpedoes and powder 
are being promptly supplied. The following 
vessels of the new navy have been completed 
and are now ready for service: 

The double turreted coast defense monitor 
Miantonomah, the double torretted coast de- 
feuse monitor Monterey, the arindred cruiser 
New York. the protecasad cruisers Baltimore 
Chicago, Phibadelphia, Newark, San Francis- 
co, Clvarleston, Athinta and Boston; the cruis- 
er Detroit, the gunboats Yorktown, Concord. 
Bennington, Machias, Castine and PVetrel; 
the dispatch vessel Dolph’n, the practice ves- 
sel Bancroft, and the dynamite gunboat Vexsu- 
vius. Of these the Bancroft, Machias, Detroit 
and Castine have been placed in commission 
during the current calendar year. 

The following vessels are in proeess of 
cansmuctfon: The ‘secoud-class battleships 
Maine and Texas; the cruisers Montgomery 
and Marblehead, and the coast defense moni- 
tors Terror, Puritan, Amphibrite and Monad- 
nock, all of which will be completed Within 
one year; the harbor defense ram Catahidin 
and the protected crucsers Columbia, Minue- 
apolis, Olympia, Cinelnnati and Baleigh, ail 
of which will, be competed prior to July 1. 
1894; the first-class battleships Lowa, Indiana, 
Massachusetts and Oregon, which will be com- 
pleted February 1. 1896, and the armored 
cruiser Brooklyn, which will be completed by 
August of that year. It 1s also expected 
that the three: gunboats authorized by con- 
gress will be completed in less than two 
venrs, Since 1886 congress has, at each ses- 
sion authorized the building of one or more 
vessels and the secretary of the navy presents 
an earnest plea for the continuance of this 
phan. He recommends the authorization of 
at least one battleship and six torpedo boats, 
While I am distinetiy in favor of congistently 
pursuing the policy we have inaugurated of 
vuilding up a thorough and efficient navy, 
I cannot refrain from the suggestion that 
congress should carefully take into account 
ulintshed vessels on our bands 
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and the depleted condition of our treasury 
in considering the propriety of an apprepria- 
tion at this time te begin new work.

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Cot Wil] Be Accepted 


BY EMPLOYES OF SOUTHERN LINES 


Rumors of Cheap Rates on Coal Which 
Will Give Atlanta Great Benefits. 
Other HKeailroad Gossip. 


The report from Louisville, where 
employes of the Louisville and NashvilLe 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
Louis have been holding a meeting of del- 
egates for the purpose of deciding whether 
or not they will accept the proposition of 
the roads to continue the 1V0 per cent re- 
duction of salaries until the Ist of Irgb- 
ruary, indicates that there will be no trou- 
ble about the differences that arose. 

The fact is, in these hard times, it is not 
the disposition of couservative men to sur 
up strife. They know full weil what trials 
the railroads of the south and of the entire 
country, for that matter, have had during 
the summer just pust, and they 
that the business of the roads has not in- 
creased any great amount with the trailic 
of the Winter montus so far. 

They know that Uhe railroads of the 
south are in the auds of fair minded and 
reasonable men, and that many of them 
are in the hands of a receiver, too. 

They know all these things and they be- 
lieve it to be the part of wisdom, Justice 
and moderation to go slow When it Comes to 
springing strikes, rows and such things. 

A dispatch to ‘he Constitution irom 
Louisville last night states that the nyeet- 
ing of the representatives of the railroad ia- 
bor organizations, who have been in ses- 
sion in that city from the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis nailroads, have decided to ac- 
cept the reduction of wages made about 
three months ago until the expiration of 
sixty or ninety days, as suggested in the 
circular letter sent out to the employes of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
at this end of the line the other day, the 
text of which was published in The Con- 
stitution. 

It is understood that while the represen- 
tatives of the labor organizations expressed 
themselves as being dissatistie d with the 
failure of the lines to restore their salaries 
on December 1st, as was promised when 
the cut was made, but at the same time 
it is stated that they will consent to abide 
the reduction as mentioned above awhile 
longer. President Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, asks his men 
to uecept the reduction until the 1st of 
lebruary. 

There was never any serious fear of 
trouble at this end of the line on the part 
of the officers of the Western and Atlantic. 
for they have always met the rumors of 
war with the statement that their employes 


were conservative and just and would not 


give them trouble when they saw the cond)- 
tion of the road and became acquainted 
with-the decreases of its earnings 

It appears now that their opinions were 
correct, for the traiamen have consented 
to the proposition of the authorities and 
will, it is reported, give the Louisville and 
Nashville. or the Nashviile, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis no trouble. 

If these reports are true, it means a 
creat deal for the railroad people of the 
south—that they are no longer willing to 
raise war against a railroad just.because 
the authorities come hefore them and ask 
in a business-like way a concession. If 
the reports be untrue, it will be a disanp- 
pointment to the officers of tha roads in- 
volved at this end of the line. The report 
from Lonisville states that the officers of 
the Tionisville and Nashville were quoted 
as saving they did not fear anv trouble. 
but that if the trainmen failed to accent 
the proposition of the company and saw 
fit to strike in this dav of hard times, they 
wonld have to do it. the road he'ne in no 
wav powerful to eoax them with further 
offers into agreement.

An Important Decision 

A case involving a 
Louisville and Nasavicle railroad was tried 
at Scranton, Miss., durig the past week 
in the eirecuit Court, and, wiile the decision 
was against the Lomsville and Nashville 
railroad, the matter has been by them ap- 
pe aled to the supreme Court of Mississippi, 
and a favorable decision is hoped for. 

There is a law in Mississippi Which for- 
bids the running of trains through any city, 
town or Village in Mississippi at a greater

Financial Relief. 

Mr. Cleveland makes no mention of the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax on state 
balks in his message, and, indeed, touch- 
the financial situation very lightly. 
His idea seems to be that the country 
should place _jtself in an att'™de of 
wailing and watching, to the end that 
our financial system shall be finally put 
in a condition of permanence and safety. 

This refers to legislation affecting the 
standard of value, but surcly we do not 
need io wait for any further light with 
respect to those interior reforms made 
necessary by an unjust system and by 
bunking laws that do not meet the neces- 
sities of the people. 

The New York papers contain adver- 
Usements of money to be loaned on real 
estate security at 4 per cent on six and 
twelve months’ time. In this part of 
the country, men ‘who want to borrow 
money on six and twelve months’ time 
have to pay 15 per cent, although the se- 
curity they offer is just as good as that 
which the New York money lenders ad- 
vertise for. 

In the section with which Mr. Cleve- 
land is familiar, money is piling up in 
the banks, and has become a drug in the 
market. In other parts of the country 
the people cannot get money with which 
to carry on their business. Though their 
credit is as good as that of the people in 
the money centers they cannot utilize it. 
These conditions, which have been bad 
all along 
and worse. 

Surely there is some remedy -for this. 
Surely some form of relief ean be de- 
vised whereby the people of the south 
may be enabled to utilize their credit 
and give it something of its old-time effi- 
ciency. Surely there can be found some 
measure of relief for those who are now 
the victims of the vicioua,financial legis- 
lation fastened upon the country by the 
republicans—some small but effective 
reform that would not be strongly op- 
posed by eastern interests, and that 
would meet the approval of Mr. Cleve- 
Jand. 

The fact that there is a gresi accumu- 
lation of money in one section of the 
country while there is not enough in 
another section to #o around, shows that 
there is sometKing radically wrong in 
our financial System. The law that gives 
the banks power to divert money from 
the channels of business in one section 
and pile it up in the money centers—or 
that miakes it possible for this diversion 
to occur—is radically wrong, and should 
be reformed. 

The people mark their disapproval of 
legislation or lack of legislation by hold- 
ing parties to account. Let us hope that 
the democratic congress will give the 
people financial relief in some form be- 
fore the congressional elections of next

A Deserved Compliment. 

That was a unique and deserved com- 
pliment whieh the city council paid to 
ex-Governor Brown at its meeting of 
yesterday. 

Hie was re-elected a member of the 
board of education, with the idea that 
bis name should permanently appear 
upon the roll. 

iix-Governor Brown, at a time when 
there was great objection to the public 
school system, lent the power of his 
hame and fame to the-establishment of 
such schools in Atlanta. In establishing 
the supremacy of the public school in 
Atlanta he established its supremacy in 
Georgia. 

Now that the ex-governor is in declin- 
ing health, the city of Atlanta, througli 
her accredited agents, refuses to let his 
name disappear from the roll, but asks 
that he permit it to stay there as an in- 
spiration to the young men of the coun- 
try. They do not ask his attendance, nor 
his exertion, but merely the privilege of 
recording his name upon an honor -roll. 
The compliment is so proper that ex-Gov- 
ernor Brown must recognize it, and that 
he will meet the wishes of the people by 
granting their wish is almost a certainty. 
[In fact, the action of yesterday is a re- 
fusal to let him retire.

hal. A widow who was living on $600 
a year, the interest on $10,000, will find 
her inéome reduced one half by the rate 
of interest proposed for next year. Nat- 
urally, such holders of small capital will 
be foreed to withdraw it from the savy- 
ings banks and seek investments that will 
yield a better return. If this becomes 
general it will cause: a great deal of mon- 
ey to be invested in productive industry. 

But we do not look for the general 
prevalence of such conditions. On the 
contrary, the banks in the money cen- 
ters will keep the eurrenecy under their 
eontrol, and loan it out on eall, thus 
keeping it out of the lines of productive 
industry and development. The only way 
to counteract this tendency is to reform 
our taxing and financial systems. Tax 
big incomes and restore fo the states 
their old constitutional right of charter- 
ing banks of issue, and the eastern mon- 
ey centers would be forced to change 
their policy. A vast continent like ours 
cannot enjoy general prosperity so long 
4s it is in the power of one little eorner 
of the republic to absorb and control the 
currency of the people, leaving the west 
and south without the mes’ @ to move 
their crops, and with no facilities for sup- 
plving their home people with a local 
currency, 

Until we make this change in our finsan- 
cial policy, we must expect to see the 
money of the eountry drift to the east 
and remain there.

ciple is this—that “the subjects of every 
state ought to centribute toward the sup- 
port of government as nearly as possible 
in proportion to their respective abili- 
ties, that is, in proportion to the revenue 
which they respectively enjoy under the 
protection of the state.” , 

The justice and fairness of this princi- 
ple is so indisputable that it will appeal 
to every mind. Those who are best able 
to bear the burdens of taxation should be 
taxed in preference to those who are 
least able to bear them. The equities 
are illustrated in the statement that an 
individual with an income of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars is better able to 
pay ten thousand dollars of this to the 
government than the individual with an 
income of one thousand is able to pay a 
tax of one hundred dollars. 

It has been said that the income tax 
which went into effect July 1, 1862, was 
so odious that it was wiped off the 
statute books as soon as possible. But 
this is not true. The law expired by lim- 
itation December 31, 1871, and the coun- 
try was then in such a state of prosper- 
ity and the revenues of the government 
were so satisfactory that no movement 
was made to extend it. Besides, the gov- 
ernment was at that time eonfrolled by 
the republicans. Republican legislation 
practically created the monopolies that 
have turned out so many millionaires, 
but we know of no reason why demo- 
crats should legislate to exempt them 
from paying their fair share of taxation. 

But how did the income tax work? 
This can best be shown by a brief state- 
ment of the facts. When the tax was 
first imposed, the rate was placed at 3 
per cent on incomes over eight hun- 
dred dollars. In 1864 the sum of twenty 
millions of dollars was raised. In 1865, 
thirty-two millions was raised. In 1866, 
the rate was increased to,5 per cent on 
sums Over six hundred dollars and less 
than five thousand dollars, and 10 per 
cent on incomes of more than five thou- 
sand. As the result, more than seventy- 
two millions of dollars was raised in that 
year.. During the nine years and a half 
that the tax was levied, the amount of 
revenue contributed to the government 
from this sourée was upwards of three 
hundred and fifty millions. 

[t is impossible to doubt that a tax of 
» and 10 per cent on individual incomes 
at this time would pay into the treasury 
a sum little short of a hundred millions. 
And this revenue would come from the 
pockets of those who, with all their 
wealth, pay little or nothing for the pro- 
tection the government affords them. 

As between a tax on corporate indus- 
tries and a tax on the unproductive 
wealth of the millionaires, the democrat- 
ic party cannot afford to halt or hesitate. 
It cannot afford to even seem to dis- 
criminate against even a few corporate 
industries and in favor of the big incomes 
of privileged individuals. A party can 
zo very far in some directions, but the 
democratic party cannot go very far in 
this direction at this time. 

In this part of the country the ecorpor- 
ate industries have been hit hard by the 
depression that has settled upon all forms 
of business activitve They have been 
hit even harder than individuals. To tax 
them now and exempt the individual in- 
comes of the millionaires would be hn 
experiment too dangerous for the dem- 
ocratic party to venture upon.

teneral Lewis Winding Up. 

When the representative of The Consti- 
tution dropped into the oflice yesterday 
afternoon everything was moving along 
with the regularity of clock-work.

The Plrmness of Saturday Gives Place 
to Weakness, 


COTTON DECLINES 18 TO 15 POINTS. 


Liverpoo! Showed Weakness and Receipts 
attbe Ports Wer» Too Heavy—The 
Visible Wheat Increased. 


NEW YORK, December 4.—There was 
nothing left this morning of the firmness 
with which the stock market closed on Sat- 
urday. On the contrary, the speculation was 
weak and sympathized with the heaviness of 
the London merket for American securities. 
The publication of the president's message 
in London in advance of fts delivery to con- 
gress gave the -street a knowledge of its 
contents through the medium of the cable 
and the fact that it made no mention of a 
euntemplated bond issue was regarded as a 
bear point and helped to deprec.ate values, 
The November statement of the St. Pau! road, 
coming with a large decrease in earnings, 
was another factor in the general depression. 
London, too, was in the market as a selier of 
St. Pauli, Atchison, Union Pacific and Louls- 
ville and Nashville and the west sent a 
number of. selling orders, which added to the 
volume of stock offered by the bears, who re- 
newed their operations at the opening of the 
exchange. General Electric gave way the 
most, being heavily solid for the Boston ac- 
count en the plea that the current price is 
above the intrinsic merit of the stock. Af- 
ter a break of 2 1-8 per cent, the shares were 
in better demand and a recovery of 1 3-4 per 
cent was effected, of which 1-4 per cent was 
lost at the close. Sugar, while most promi- 
nent in the transactions, was held within nar- 
rower fluctuations than on any day of late. 
After an early decline of 3-4 per cent the 
stock rose 1 1-4 per cent, then receded 1 3-4, 
recovered 1 and reacted 1-4 per cent. The 
general market opened a fraction jower and 
in the early dealings declined. 

In Richmond and Danville am early decline 
was reached ranging from 1-4 to 2 per cent, 
Pullman, and Lead preferred declined 2 per 
cent, Lead common and Lake Shore, Burling- 
toy and Quincy and New Jersey Central 1 
per cent. Wheeling and Lake Erie preferred, 
which had advanced 2 3-8 per cent in the 
early sales, reacted 1 5-8 per cent, Before 11 
o'clock the pressure to sell was removed and 
an improvement was recorded ranging from 
1-4 to 2 per cent. The latter in Louisville, 
New Albany preferred, Distilling and Iowa 
Central preferred being prominent therein. 
Subsequently a free selling movement was de- 
veloped, which affected the entire list and a 
downward movement was inaugurated, which 
was not checked until a deciine of 1-4 to 1 1-4 
per cent had been recorded, Louisville and 
New Albany and New Jersey Central were 
in the lead. A quick turn was made before 
noon on the bull side of the market, Chicago 
Gas selling up 1 1-8, Mobile and Olco 2 and 
the rest of the list 1-8 to 7-8 per cent. 

After midday the speculation again became 
heavy and during the afternoon the dealings 
were very irregular and rales and reactions 
followed in quick succefsion. In the late 
dealings the market became steadier, and 
at the close was fairly -firm. Compared with
